Wednesday. | o . ° 

The Sino-Japanese drafting committee meeta on Saturday to 
prepare the final acreement omitting the railway if the latter is not 
then cleared up, after which nothing remains to bring the Conference 
to a formal close but the appointment of & commission to inquire 
‘oto electrical communications in China and ultimately to confer 
with thw Chinese Government regarding the policy governing their 
Futura development. 

It is noteworthy in thisrespect that the Far Eastern drafting 
subcommittee has decided that the Chinese resolution of Dac. 7 
providiag for the withdrawal of forsign wireless interests and the 
use domestically of controlled plants will stand as the Conference's 
only formal declaration on the subject. . 

This decision blocks the efforts of those desiring the reselution 
to be re-written. - 

The Times Washington correspondent opines that the Siberian

He announced that the programme 
of deliveries demanded by the Reparations Commission would be 
presented to-morrow. He built hopes on the Genoa Conference 
resulting in a sensible and practical solution. of the reparations 
question both for the benefit of Germany and the Allied. “Germany 
was not going to Genoa perfidiously with a dagger onder her cloak 
but honestly end with her vizor raised in the hope of the re-estab- 
lishment of internatiqna}'economic relations. The Chancellor re- 
ferred to the example of Germany’s efforts to pay her obligations. 
She had handed over two milliards in gold marks (cash and kind) 
and restitution materials since the armistice. He expressed fear

CONSORTIUM LOAN 
TO CHINA URGED. 


Thorough-going co-operation 
among the four Powers chiefly 
interested in Pacific affairs, onder 
the new treaty associating the 
United States of America, Great 
Hritain. France, and Japan, and 
the working ont of practical condi- 
tions fora Consortinm loan for 
China, so that constructive 
activities can be begun under tha 
pien, are now the main needs in 
the Fer East, in the view of 
Viscount Sbibusawa, as expressed 
toan interviewer at Washington 

Visconnt Shibusawa lays parti- 
cular emphasis on his belief that 
it is necessary for China to 
establish as soon as possible a 
solnd central goverament banking 
institetion, to co-ordinate and 
stabilise the disordered currency 
of the country. Such a bank 
should perform for China, he 
urges, functions Lika those of the 
great State banks of Enzlend, 
France, and Japan, and he suz- 
gesta that to meet Chinesa needs, 
asystem there should be modelled 
upon the Federal Heserve Bank 
system of the United States of. 
America. . 
- "We shonld now proceed aa 
rapidly as posible with the project 
for internations! co-operation iu 
the development of China, 
oo «8 basis mutually satis. 
factary to all parties,” 
said Viscount Shibusawa. “This 
new compact of the four great 
Powers holding important posses- 
sions in the Pacific clears away 
suspicions, and differences should 
be rapidly adjusted so that we 
can work together for tbe up- 
bailding of the Orient. The great 
need there now is to help China 
to reorganize her life upon a firm 


foundation and to release Chinesa - 


resources for China and the rest 
of the world. Wo must find a 
common policy which will both 
command Chinese confidence and 
make effective work possible. 

“Io this connection, under pres- 
ent circumstances, it is essential 
to have some provision for ac- 
counting for all money advanced 
and making certain that it is used 
for the constructive economic 
purposes for which it is intended, 
as essurance ‘for the making of 
any loan. This point and the 
arrangement of adequate security 
and guarantee of payments are, 
of course, two most important 
considerations in connection with 
furnishing funds for the develop- 
ment of China , 

“ Further, I should like to urge’ 
strongly one Thore point. The 
lack of a proper balance between 
the values of currency notes in 
the various provinces of China 
and the fluctuations of. exchange 
point tothe necessity of establish- 
ing @ currency system on a gold 
basis, Until this isdone constant. 
changes in the market rate on 
silver will make astable currency 
for Ching’ impossible. What 
China needs is a centre! govern- 
ment back, like that of any other 
nation, with a sound financial.

We were conversing the other day with a visitor to the 
Colony who was loud in bis praises of the place and parti- 
cularly of the evidences of expausion on the Kowloon side. 
This gentleman, who had some knowledge of the Colony in 
earlier days, was astounded, a3 Many in similar circum- 
Stances are, at the growth of the settlement across the 
harbour. Indeed, like many another, he expressed a firm 
conviction that im years tocome Kowloon and the hinter- 
land at the Back of it would become a big industrial centre, 
provided there was amongst the leaders of thought and 
activity in the Colony the will to make it so. Tf, however, 
this end is to be attained. there are one or tivo essential 
requisites, amongst which we would Place freer access to 
the mineral wealth @f the adjacent Chinese territory, 
Progressive development thereof. and, as a wessary con- 
cowstant, extended railway services, - . 

_ Despite the tantalising rebufis which bave been ex- 
. perienced in recent years, we still have hopes that the time 
will come when foreiga capital and enterprise will be 
given scope inthe exploitation, on fair and just terms, of 
the mineral deposits with which Kwangtuog Province 
abounds. Wher that day comes, it will be assuredly found 
that the result will be of equal benefit to Chinese and 
foreigaers alike. But of justas much importance to South 
China and this Colony's industrial development as well is 
the other matter of railway expansion. And in this 
sphere the linkiog up of Canton aud Hankow is of prime 
concern. This iso thread-bare topic, we know, but the 
value of the completion of the project cannot be over- 
stated, mor can the advocacy thereof be too strongly re- 
iterated. The writer remembers that more than 4 dozen 
years ago there were expectations of a consummation .of 
the ork within five years at the outside. But presumably 
the end of the job is still as far distant as-ever. His Ex- 
cellency the Governor, in his Budget speech, feared that 
tbe position was exactly what it bas been for the past few 
years, and he saw no other prospect than that the matter 
will remain in abeyance until internal peace is restored to 
China and a Government is functioning which will be both 
able and willing to work for the general benefit of the 
country. The outlook is thus none to bright, for at the 
moment there is no sign of the realisation of either the one 
desideratum or the other.

It is not generally known that 
Princess Mary’s coat-of-arms 
were registered on March 31 last, 
remarks # London journal. 

The Princess’s arms are the 
Royal arms, differenced (to use 
the language of beraliry) by a 
Isbel of three points, bearing s 
red cross on a white ground. 

The same Jabels appear on tha 
Supporters, the Lion and the 
Unicorn. Thecrzst, surmounting 
the device, is a Princess’ 's coronet. 

Like Queen Mary’s arms, those 
of the Princess bear no motto. No 
woman, with the ex eption of a 
reigning queen, bas the right toa 
motto on her coat-of-arms. 

When the Princess is married 
she will bear ber entire achieve- 
ment on thea sinister (left) of her 
busband’s sbield. Side by side 
with his shield will appear again 
the Princess's arms. 

In view of the general expect- 
ation thet Viscount Lascelles will 
be raised to the peerage before 
his marriage, it would be useless 
at the moment to attempt sny 
indication as to what the com: 
plete coat-of-arms will be after 
the marriage,

In ordinary 
practice a 31/2 per cent. nickel 
tllcy steel, heat-treated, is pre- 
ferred, but for very high velocities 
aud pressures chrome-nickel er 
other special steel is preferred.
